THE “GENERAL ACT.” 


Rugby, Yesterday. 

A memorandum was issued to- 
night regarding the proposed ac- 
cession of the Government of the 
United Kingdom to the -general 
act. — It will be recalled that the 
ratification of the optional clause 
was regarded as an “essential 
part of the effort seriously to im- 
plement the undertaking of the 
pact of peace in creating effec- 
tive safeguards against War ‘be- 
fore its realities are forgotten.” 

The optional clause, however, 
related only to justiciable dis- 
putes and it was to cover the field 
of non-justiciable disputes, so 
that all international disputes of 
whatever character should he 
capable of pacific solution; that in 
1920 the League Assembly pro- 
duced: the so-called “general act.” 
Its importance lics in the fact 
that it completes the organised 
system of “All-in arbitration.” 

Ats initial currency is five years 
from the first accession in 1980. 
A White Paper points out'that as 
the pact of Paris provided no ma- 
‘chinery for a pacific solution of 
disputes, signature of the option- 
al clause and the accession to the 
general act are.a logical sequence 
to acceptance of the pact. His 
Majesty's Government, however, 
could, only accede to the general 
act on conditions corresponding 
closely to those made regarding 
the optional clause. 

The Keservations, 

These reservations are, firstly, 
disputes .arising prior to acces- 
sion to the-general act or relating 
to situations or facts prior, to ac- 
cession; secondly, disputes re- 
garding which the.parties to the

‘Swedish Owner’s View 
of New Building. 


“INJECTING BACTERIA.” 


Continuing the articles in the 
circular of the Baltic and {nter- 
natlonal Maritime Conference on 
the various aspects of the ship- 
ping Industry,. which, following 
the suggestion of the chairman of 
the executive committee, Mr. T. C. 
Christensen. Mr. W. A. Souter, the 
proaident; -“(naugurated with an 
article ‘on the outlook. Mr. Emil 
Lofgren, the -well-known, Stock- 
holm shipowner, contributes the 
following view on the present de- 
preasion:— 

.The abnormal increase in world 
tonnage {a considered to be one of 
the chief causes of the present 
tiserablée freight situation. Even 
apart from the fact that trade haa 
for some time been decreasing, 
the surplus of .tonnage is ab- 
normal, due to the. great increase’ 


owners who are building new ves- 
sels under present conditions are 
simply increasing. the supply of 
tonnage and are thereby doing 


the greatest harm, ‘not only . to 
themselves but to shipping in gen- 
cral. Of course they do 80 in, 
yood faith, Because ‘a number of 
shipowners believe that the criais 
will pass automatically—and se 
building continues! But is not 
this to inject bacteria into an old 
sore? 


There Is no doubt that the 
future prospects of shipping de- 
pend toa certain extent on the 
attitude adopted by shipowners 
themselves towards the policy of 
Government subvention, whether 
in the form of direct subsidies to 
shipowners and shipyards, loans 
at low rates of interest, ships’ 
mertgage banks, or, such like. 

experience has proved that Gov- 
ernment measures on the part of 
one country “to assist shipping” 
show an increasing, tendency to 
infect other countries. It Is not 
improbable that the time may ar- 
rlve when those shipowners who 
have hitherto advocated Govern- 
ment intervention Most strongly 
will be the first to wish such ac- 
tlon undone, because the interven- 
lien is chiefly intended to aid new- 
hullding, ‘the shipbuilding indus- 
try and in effect Governments by 
their intervention” have been 
largely instrumental in creating 
an extra surplus of tonnage which 
has proved harmful to shipping in- 
general. 

Industrial Way. 

In industry, when it fs discover- 
ed that there is an over-supply of 
commodities, industrialists them- 


“Iselves cut down production. Ship- 


owners, on the other hand, seem 
to pay no attention to the law of 
supply and demand, and continue 
to increase the supply of -ener- 
gotically constructing new ton- 
nage. 

In the real estate market, when 
it is found that there is a suffi- 
cient number of new dwelling- 
houses, building. operations cease, 
and In’ many cases activity {a 
limited, tg modernising and re- 
building old houses. In shipping, 
the supply of tonnage unconcern- 
edly continues to be ‘increased, to 


the detriment of all shipowners.- 


Wherein Jies the difference? In 
real estate, .bankers and- othor 
credit institutions stop building 
oporations by refusing +o grant 
further credit facilities when they 
consider that the supply meets the 
demand, -but in the case, of: ship- 
ping, Governments and shipbuild- 
ors and ‘their banks purposely con-, 
tinue- their credit. policy and 
thereby also’ increase the surplus 
of tonnage to the detriment of the 
entire -* shipowning community, 
This: is officially called “to ‘assist 
shipping.” .

Unity Impossible. 

Depression now and in the past 
has cronted many remedies. 
Schemes have been propounded 
calling for minimum freights, or- 
ganised laying-up of surplus ten- 
nage, systematic scrapping of old 
tonnage, prohibition of import 
and/or export of old tonnage (1 
have myself advocated scrapping 
and import prohibition) and—now 
finally—an increase. in frecboard, 
which would mean reduced carry- 
These pro- 
pnsals have one and all their good 
points, which have caught the at-, 
‘tention of many well-known ship- 
owners, But they have all one 
and the, same drawback—they ‘call 
for absolute unanimity on the 
part of ' shipowners.: However, 
shipping {s international, and con- 
sequently it is impossible to ate 
tain such unity. Neverthcless, one 
would imagine: that_ the individual 
owner’s instinct for self-preserva- 
tion would force him to accept 
one of the projects mentioned. 

As experience has shown that 
it is not possible to successfully 
apply any one of these. expedients, 
but that building operations con- 
tinue unhindered, how can any 
shipowner believe that the harm 
will “disappear of itself?” In- 
stead, is not continued activity in 
building to inject. bacteria into an 
old sore? r 

Since agreement has not been 
reached regarding any of the re- 
medies suggested to, reduce the 
tonnage surplus, shipowners should 
look. to’ themselves and endeavour 
to find out what is to be done. 
The tonnage surplus has been 
created as a consequence of the 
World War, of,., in other words, 
as a result of abnormal, indeed 
drastic ‘conditions, Drastic {lls 
require drastic ‘remedies! Stop 
building! And, Iet. government 
subsidy and loan institutions and 
other givers of credit make ar- 
rangements to adapt their credits 
to prevailing conditions, in exact- 
ly the same, way as is done in 
other branches of industry. 
- Thus the endeavours of ship- 


owners’ organisations the world 


over should be directed towards a 
businesslike adaptation of the use 
of subsidies and credits to exist- 
ing conditions. 

Could not Mr. Christensen’s ap- 
peal to members to discuss mat- 
ters of interest to shipowners ltead 
to a united expression of opinion 
by shipowners againat a continua- 
tton"of building activity?

SHIPPING PROBLEMS| 


FOUR OR FIVE PROPELLERS FOR| 
NEW CUNARDER? | 


SIR ALFRED YARROW’S VIEWS. 


During a long and varied con- 
versation, Sir Alfred Yarrow, 
Bart., the veteran shipbuilder and 
sciéntist, who was 89 years old re- 
cently, gave the. following com- 
ments and impressions on shipping 
and trade to The Journal of Com. 
merce:— . . : 

Referring to the rapid growth of 
the motorship, Sir Alfred said that 
ho believed the fast steamship 
would always hold its own, Any 
ship that needed high. speed re- 
quired turbines,,-and. water-tube 
boilers, but vessels on long 
voyages, such as Vancouver to New 
Zealand, were. better. when fitted 
with diesel engines, otherwise they 
would havo to stop for fuel. -Fur- 
thermore, the motorship was an 
advantage where oil was cheap and 
coal waa dear. . 

Speaking of water-tuhe boilers, 
it, was interesting to note—a fact 
often overlooked in the shipping 
world—that the big German-built 
liners now in British or American 
ownership, including the Levia- 
than, Berengaria and Majestic, 
were fitted with Yarrow type 
boilers, and. also the fastest liners 
in the world to-day, the Bremen 
and Europa. At the time the 
earlier liners were completed the 
chief of the Stettin yard told Sir 
Alfred prior to the war that they 
could not have carried out thelz 
contract without tkat type of 
boiler, and they intended to fit It 
to all’ the other liners they built. 


Giant Ships.’ 


Sir Alfred has definite views 
about very large liners, the con: 
struction of which seemed to him 
to be a very doubtful policy. “The 
Mauretania,” said Sir Alfred, "ts 
the best type, for size, and the man 
who designed her engines—Mr, 
Andrew Laing—is a wonderful 
man. He has never received’ tho 
recognition he deserves for design: 
ing, nearly twenty-four years ago, 
the engines of a ship stil} doing so 
well in service. The new Cunar- 
der, of course, will have Yarrow 
boilers, and I think it would be 
well worth considering the fitting 
of five, propellers instead of four, 
“A fifth propeller would give great 
manoeuvring power, and this is 
very important with a big ship. 
There’ would also be much less 
vibration.” 

“} was told by.the late Sir Sefton 
Brancker, who was lost in’ the 
R101, that people who wanted to 
cross the“Atlantic quickly would, 
in a few years, always fly. over. 
The maximum time for this to 
come about would be 20 years; 
then the Jarge, fast luxury ship 
would-not be needed. -But the 
ships that are now building will 
last more than 20 years, and it 
behoves ‘owners now planning 
great, fast veasels to consider the 
development of flight at the same 
time.- Americans will always pay 
for super luxury and speed, but 
the ultimate result is doubtful 
economically. ~ 

“British supremacy on the sea 
will never regain its past big lead. 
but it never-worrtes me if I hear 
of another country building a ship 
quicker or. better than we do, be 
cause we ‘taught them all how to 
do it. Italy, Japan and Germany 
ali had become -.excellent ship- 
builders, and we have to face a 
new and fierce competition in thia 
way.

$24 to $30. The incrense for 
temporary men:bers should be only 
from $9 to $1U, the President com- 
menting that -there were few of 
these.

ROOTS. 


Co-operation Among 
Actively Sxawing: Cells. 


Chveland, 0., Jan. 14, 

A device’s« sensitive that it can 
detect the hidden light from a 
match a dozen fect.‘away waa re- 
ported here by Dr, Otto Glasser and 
Dr. V._B, Seitz, of tho Cleveland 
Clinic Foundation. 

The device is used ty study the 
mysterious reys given «ff by roots 
and other parts. of living plants. 
These rays have been among, the 
most ‘troublesome of a!! recent ob- 
jects of ‘research. Many scientists 
still refused tw beheve that they 
exist. But evidenca is accumulating 
that actively growing cells in plants 
give off soms kind of radiation that 
falls on other cells and provokes 
them into dividing and growing. 
Thus the cells in any region of 
growth give encouragement to cach 
other. 


Detection and Measurement. 


Previous experimenters hava con- 
fined themselves to testing theso 
radiations with growing cells, com- 
paring them with other célls ‘not 
exposed to itch radiations and 
measuring the difference in growth 
rapidity. But the tws. Cleveland 
physicists wanted to get an actual 
physical instrument that could 
detect and measure the rays. 

They built a vacuum cell, contain- 
ing a metal tube in which the 200ta 
with various metals which set up a 
slight electric current when any 
kind of radiation, whether visibie or 
Invisible, falls on them. Then they. 
connected the electric terminals to 
an amplifier s:milar to.2 radio set, 
converting the amplified current 
into sound. With this apparatns it 
is possible to hear the effects of 
growth expressed as anything from 
a restle to a roar. ‘ 


Raitlesnake Poison. 


Rattlesnake poigen and. hov it 
acts has been the'subject of a 
series of. dramatic exporiments by 
Dr. J. Marcowitz, Dr. If. E. Essex 
and Dr. F. C. Mann of the Mayo 
Foundation. They found that 
animals that have recovered trom 
rattlesnake poison are jmmune for 
several months therefore. The im: 
munity seems to reside in the blood 
fluid, “rather than in the blood cor- 
puscles; for blood corpuscles 
separated from the fluid will swell 
up when exposed to the venom, but 
if left. in the fluid they aro 
protected. * : 

In the course of researches on’ the 
much-debated question of just what 
is the best rattlesnake bite cure, 
Prof. Albert M. Reese of the 
University of West Virginia dis- 
coverel] that rate are much more 
resistant to thie pojson than are 
men. , 


Land Loving Fish.: 


Fish that come ashore’ to keep 
from drowning were described by 
Prof. A. S. Pearse of Duke Univer- 
sity. There are a number of species 
of fish in the warm. waters of tho 
Oriental tropics that spend mach of 
thelr lives ashore, and oven climb 
up on low buehes at the waterside 
Prof. Pearse Is of the cpinion ‘hat 
they.come out of the. water because 
the warmth and the swarming 
animal life {nit take out all avatl- 
able oxygen. The fish develop a 
sac-Iike lung adapted for breathing 
alr—United Press. :

CLUTCH RIDING. ‘| 


Faults That 
Develop. ~ 


Apart from ignition and car- 
burettor troubles, one of — the 
‘motorist’s most frequent sources of 
difficulty lies in the clutch. Most 
elutch troubles ure due either to the 
adjustment of the springs, the con- 
ditiona of the fri¢tion surfaces, or 
to worn thrust collars, and all of 
these are aggravated by the habit 


of allowing the foot to rest on the]: 


clutch © while driving. . Few 
motorists appreciate the far-reach- 
ing effects and damage that may be 


caused by: the habit, but when it is}. 


stated that fuily 60 per ° cent. of 
clutch and transmission troubles 
arise from this source.the costliness 
of “clutch riding”.may be brought 
home. The elutch of an automobile 
is a-anit intended for a definite 
purpoze—to disconnect the power 
unit from the transmission system 
at the will of the driver, thus en- 
abling gear changes to be made, and 
then to take up the drive in a pro-. 
gressive manner. So that every 
driver, no matter how modcat hid 
experience, may readily understand 
the. advantages of correct use and 
the dangers of abuse of the cltch 
its function will be described. 

There are two types'of clutch in 
popular use in present-day cars, the 
plate and the multiple disc. The 
plate ‘clutch ig usually in the farm 
of a single large disc of metal at- 
tached to the secondary shaft of 
the gearbox and fitting In between 
another-disc and the Nlywheel, be- 
tween which it is free to revolve 
when the clutch pedal is depressed. 
This disc ia faced on both ‘sides 
with fabric lining. The multiple 
disc, is similariy: constructed to the 
single ‘plate clutch in respect t? 
driving, principles, but is smaller, 
and contains a greater number of 
both driving and driven members. 

These. clutches are sometimes de- 
signed as dry clutches—that is, the 
alternate faces are lined with fabric 
and need no lubrication. Others, 
in which a light lubricating oil is 
nsed, are built up of alternate Jay- 
ors of steel discs and discs t6 which 
are fitted cork inserts. The re- 
quisite pressure to ensure contact 
of the surfaces of these plates is 
obtained by the use of a number 
of Amail springs, the adjustment of 
which may be readily altered. Pre- 
sent-day clutches are 80 constructed 
as to austain a considerable amount 
of rough and’ unskilled ‘operation, 
but the application of a little 
thought and care when driving the 
car will ensure very much smoother 
operation, and will considerably 
lengthen the life of the whole trans- 
mission system. 

It must be apparent ,that, with a 
fierce clutch, not only is the get- 
away of the car irregular and 
snatchy, but the gearbox, universal 
joints, differential, axles, and, in 
fact, the whole transniission syé- 
tem and tyres are subject to a very 
much greater atrain than if the 
ates unit were_ functioning 
normally. 

With these facts known, It is 
hard to understand why such 8 
great number of drivers persist in 
slipping the clutch. This should 
never be done {n any circumstances. 
Should the car begin to stall, the 
next lower gear should be engaged. 
In fact, the clutch should be efther 
completely “in” or “out” at all 
times. : ‘ 

In traffic driving, when held up 
for a few moments in a traffic jum 
the clutch should not be held out, 
but the geara should be placed in 
the neutral position aud the clutch 
lot right in again. By taking a 
ittle extra trouble the clutch .as- 
sembly should remain in perfect 
order for an indefinite period, but 
slovenly -and careless methods, such 
as. holding the clutch nalf out in 
traffic, slipping It on hills, and keep- 
{ng pressure on the pedal’ while 
driving, ‘will: surely develop into 
clutch and -transmission trouble, 
with a corresponding increase In re- 
pair bills. a ee 
oe Prequently a driver will find ‘that 
fils geara are becoming harder and 
larder to engage, so that’clean en- 
gages are almost unknown. This 
tn almost every case, will be due to 
the driven member of -the ‘clutch 
continuing ,to ‘spin after the pedal 
fos been depreesed.-” “Tha reason te 
that the plate faces do not properly 
separate, and-are rubbing slightly, 
caused nearly always by wear on the 
clutch . throwout, .

Some types of engines knock

two identical engines may differ 
greatly in this respect. The reason 
Hes in the nature of the explosions 
in the cylindets, and the nature’ 
of these explosiops, mechanical 
‘considerations being equal, is con- 
trolled by the petrol employed, 

A charge of air‘saturated with 
petrol vapour is.drawn into the 
cylinders, the rising piston com- 
presses it, and when compressed 
the spark ignites it and it ex- 
plodes, or, moro correetly, it burns 
rapidly and expands, forcing the 
piston down and developing a 
power stroke. Engine buildera en- 
deavour to obtain the utmost power 
from any given sized engine and 
arrange for the greatest expansion 
of. the charge after it is ‘ignited. 
To do this it is necessary to draw 
the greatest possible charge into the 
cylinder and to compress it into 
the smallest possible space before 
igniting it. For these reasons we 
find a tendency to increase engine 
compression and the development 
of the device ‘called. the super- 
charger. There are very definite 
limits to which compression can be 
raised, because, if the charge is 
too highly compressed, {t burns 
too rapidly, produces too much 
heat, and makcs the engine knock 
and actually lose power..

There 
is no uniformity in this respect, 
however, “among various engine de- 
signs.

It is a good plan, therefore, to 
allow rather more clearance than 
the instruction book calls for after

A good adjustment for the 
average rear axle is, after the 
bearings have been adjusted so 
that there is no perceptible end 
play, to allow a backlash or move- 
ment between the meshing tecth of

In many cases this thrust ad- 
justment for the crown wheel can- 
not be made without taking down 
the axle, while ihe adjustment into 
(or out of) mesh of the pinion is 
very often nrovided in a manner 
that makes it casy of accomplish- 
ment without taking down or dis- 
assembling aay part.
